REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
SOMERSWORTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and Members of the City Council: 


Gentlemen: 


You are undoubtedly aware of the resignation of Mrs. Savithes 
which was effective on October 1st, 1960. Our librarian for forty years, 
she served the city efficiently, devotedly, and well-nigh everlastingly. 
Our gratitude, and that of the entire city, is sincere and boundless. 


The problem of her successor, we are happy to report was solved 
most satisfactorily as was the problem of transition. On the first day 
of October Mrs. Anne Crist was in charge and the patrons’ requests 
were met with the accustomed promptness and efficiency. 


Among the many happy circumstances to consider is the fine 
cooperation shown by the various groups closely affecting the smooth 
functioning of the library — the trustees, the mayor and council, and 
the library staff. 
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The policy set by the trustees has been clear cut and decisive; the 
means to carry it out have been willingly provided by the mayor and 
council; the efficiency of the library staff in effecting it has been 
admirable. 


Yet let us ponder for a moment on some ‘“desirables.” We are 
grateful for having had the gutter condition above the entrance door to 
the library remedied this year, but shouldn’t the slow response compel 
us to seek the machinery whereby such requests would receive immediate 
attention and a reply? Also, shouldn’t the librarian’s request for more 
Space, possibly on the third floor, receive some serious attention? 
Finally, shouldn’t we provide the librarian the necessary tools for 
carrying out her proposed plan, which we heartily endorse, to weed the 
book and magazine collection? 


In conclusion we would like to publicize a few statistics which 
attest to the library’s continued growth in available and rendered 
services.

PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To the Trustees of the Somersworth Library: 
Following is my report for the year 1960. 


The public library underwent a major staff change this year. Mrs. 
Leona H. Savithes, librarian since May, 1919, resigned on October 1, 
1960. The city owes much to Mrs. Savithes for her wise use of the 
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library appropriation in building and maintaining, at a high standard, 
the collection of books. The inclusive card catalog in this library is a 


credit to her professional ability and a source of pride to the present 
staff. 


The objective of the library in 1960 was to promote better use of 
current facilities to more people. This was accomplished by use of dis- 
plays in the library on many and various subjects. These displays were 
changed monthly, and an attempt was made to meet the needs and 
interests of our patrons. The library took an active part in the national 
program to stimulate reading during Library Week and Children’s 
Book Week. A story hour was held for the first time and was conducted 
by Mrs. Blanche Young. This was repeated during the Christmas season. 
It will be our objective to hold special programs for all age groups 
whenever possible. 


Collections of books were made to the schools in 1960 and several 
classes visited the library as a group. Your librarian visited the high 
school and gave a talk on using reference material. 


Major problems facing us in 1960 were, as in the past, lack of 
space and an inadequate appropriation. Much can be done to alleviate 
the problem of space in any library by weeding the collection. This 
process involves more time and staff help than buying and adding books. 
It is best accomplished when the library is not open to the public. We 
must however pay the personnel involved in this work and we cannot 
use money we normally spend on new books for this purpose. The 
collection must, of necessity be weeded and it is cur hope that we may 
begin on such a program in the future.

PLANNING, ZONING, AND 
ADJUSTMENT BOARDS 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council: 
Gentlemen: 


Herein find submitted the annual report of the Planning, Zoning 
and Adjustment Boards of the City of Somersworth for the year ending 
December 31, 1960. 


The regular monthly meetings were held by the planning board 
throughout the year. However, during the first six months, joint meet- 
ings for the planning board and the board of adjustment were held to 
meet with representatives of the Planning and Renewal Associates of 
the Cambridge office and with the director of the New Hampshire State 
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Planning and Development Commission. During these meetings the 
memoranda of the associates was reviewed by both boards under the 
supervision of Charles Woodman and others from the associates. At 
each session, maps were displayed showing land usage for future 
growth, sewerage and water extension, proper locations for schools, 
playgrounds, etc. General discussion took place at each meeting dealing 
with immediate and future problems which called for solution. It was the 
opinion of the consultants that first things should come first. They 
considered the extension of sewerage and water of the greatest impor- 
tance to be followed by the purchase of land for schools of the future, 
and if finances warranted it, the construction of a library. 


The problem of parking facilities for retail areas and for the 
city’s industrial plants was the subject presented at two successive 
meetings. Because of the nature of the problem, the Chairman, Paul 
Normandeau, invited the Chamber of Commerce to be present at the 
April meeting and turned the meeting over to the President, Romeo 
St. Laurent. It was an open forum and many suggestions were offered 
citing various locations and costs which would help both the retail 
merchants and the industrialists. 


Two amendments to the zoning laws were presented to the Council 
for adoption, the first of which would change Green Street from an 
agricultural district to a residential district, and the second which 
dealt with garages in a residential district. At a public hearing held 
in November, the first was tabled by the Council and the second, deal- 
ing with garages was adopted. 


The Planning board has devoted most of its time during the last 
six months of the year to the revision of the zoning ordinance and 
expect to have it completed in the very near future. 


The Board of Adjustment held twenty one public hearings during 
the year. Eleven variances were granted unconditionally; seven were 
granted conditionally and three were denied. 

Both boards are to be commended for the interest they have shown 
in their work thru out the year.
